AFM Welcomes 
Lea Act Repeal 

NEW YORK -The repeal of ihc 
1946 Lea Act. voted by ihc Senate 
last week, will have no immediate ef- 
w feet on the member, of ihc Amcncan 
f ederation of Musicians, says AFM 
president Victor Fucniealba. 

"It's loo soon to tell what the im- 
pact will be," he says "Our prime 
* concern was to remove the legisla- 
tion from the book.s Its the only fed- 
eral law of its type The repeal is a 
great boost psychologically.** 

The Lea Act, also known as the 
' Anti-Pelrillo Bill," prevented the 
union from demanding that broad- 
casters hire people they did not 
need, specifically studio musicians. 

"The AFM had staff orchestras on 
radio stations in every major city," 
Fuentealba explains. "In smaller 
cities ihe union was able lo preserve 
employment because me networks 
needed the musicians in larger cities 
After the act was passed, the AFM 
couldn't take actions it had in Ihc 
pas) because of the fear of cnmmal 
prosecution .**

Carter, whose career management 
firm works with both men and 
women, says mans minorils women 
are interested in careers as opposed 
to holding down 9-to-5 jobs in the 
music industry.

ATLANTA -You could hardly 
blame Alan Snccd If he didn't 
hoiher lo unpack his suitcases 
When ihe 3 1 -v car-old Chattanooga 
native armed at WKLS-FM-AM 
(Mb Rock) from a NtlhvittC radio job 
in Mas. he was the sixth program di- 
rector at that station m a-, mans 
sears- not a situation conducive to 
stahiluv or consistency 

Programming radio stations has 
never been the most secure of pro- 
fessions. You're at the mercy of the 
public whim It" ratings show a suf- 
ficient number of listeners for the 
station, sour job is safe If not. b\e 
bye: 

Actually, the revolving door on 
the program director's office at 9$ 
Rock vv.is more the result of cm- 
ploses mov ing on to greener pas- 
tures than ratings problems. The al- 
bum-onenicd rock station's growth 
hjs been slow, but steads since it 
went on the air as % Rock-FM in 
JuK 1974. replacing a "beautiful 
music" formal (96 Rock AM was 
born two years ago) 

Suit, all that coming and going 
hampered % Rink's progress. Sneed 
sa)S "I don't think it had really hurt 
the station in terms of lisiencrship or 
local advertising dollars Bui you're 
nevcr as successful on an overall 
ba_sis if sour industn profile is less 
than it should be. And this station's 
profile in the music industry was in- 
consistent." 

That's important he said, in gel- 
ling more attention and considera- 
tion from record companies and in 
nailing down national advertising 

It's fortunate thai 96 Rock's music 

has been guided to a certain extent 
by consul Lints Burkhart/ Abraim. 
Sneed says. "That's nude for some 
consistency in air sound If it hadn't 
been for that. I shudder to think 
what it would have been like with 
that man) program director 
changes." 

Sneed. a radio veteran w ith exper- 
ience in free-form, rock Top 40 and 
country formaLs and holder of a 
master's degree in educational ;■>• ■ 
chologx from the University of Ten- 
nessee came to % Rock "with the 
idea that I was going to slay at this 
station a while and build consistency 
and professionalism into the day-to- 
day operation." 

When he arrived at WKLS. he 
found a number of problems. "First. 
I saw a lack of experience on the 
siaff as far as commercial radio A 
lot of them had onh worked at (his 
station after coming out of college- 
radio. I fell 1 needed some people 
with experience in other markets 
who had a little more sense of com- 
petitiveness. Also. I'm a real stickler 
for formatic execution and technical 
excellence" 

He brought in 'John Boy" Rrvant 
as nighttime FM personality from 
his old Nashville station. WKDF- 
FM. "because I w anted a jock in that 
shift who would have a high profile 
in terms of streel talk and who was 
good at personal appearances " He 
moved 96 Rock AM deejay Melissa 
to middavs on ihe flagship FM sta- 
tion "to give us a full-time female air 
personalitv there" and reworked the 
AM station's lineup, moving FMcr 
Rands Sutton to middavs. 

The daytime-only AM station, 
formally WIIN-AM. "had been 
treated sorl of like a stepchild here." 
Sneed -aw As a result, its audience 
was negli

gram the AM jtlSl as prolessionallv 
and lake just as much care with the 
music as we do the FM. I want to

The most controversial and no- 
ticeable change Sneed made was 
dropping well-known Bobbv Har- 
per from the morning AM-FM si- 
mokltl Harper is now on WLTA- 
KM Harper's ratings had been solid, 
if unspectacular But Sneed fell he 
appealed exclusively lo mule listen- 
ers and that his show's emphasis on 
personality rather than music made 
the music oriented station sound un 
predictable." 

"Dcane Clark (until recently the 
afternoon deejay on % Rock FM) 
was established as a music-oriented 
personalitv and had expressed an in- 
terest in the job. so I decided to go 
w ith him." 

Sneed also signed the station up 
with Ihe Source. NBC Radio's new 
yOUth-oriented network (adored for 
rock stations 

Another area he found warning 
was outside promotion of 96 Rock 
Rocky, the costumed "raccoon" 
mascol of the station, was a familiar 
wght at rock concerts "But people 
who attend those concerts already 
know about us I didn't see an 
awareness of this station on Ihe 
streel." So he launched a massive 
merchandising program involv ing 
new 96 Rock license plates, jerseys, 
buttons and bumper stickers. 

The kev lo success with an AOR 
station or any other kind of radio 
station— is knowing your audience 
Sneed has this pari of bis job dow n 
pat "The core of this station's au- 
dience, like any AOR station, is the 
18- lo 34-year-old male." he says. 
Advertising buvs on the station cen- 
ter on that group and the 25-34 male 
sub-group 

"Teens are a tertiary market for 
us The 15- to 17-year-old Segment 
thinks more like the 18- to 24-year- 
olds They natural!) gravitate ID a 
station like this We don't literally 
target tor them, but we pick Ihem 
up" 

The FM station had its best Arhi- 
iron ratings book ever in the spring, 
drawing an 8.8^ of the 12-plus Al- 
tanta audience, putting them in 
lourth place. 

Still. Sneed isn't satisfied He's 
looking to broaden 96 Rock's listen- 
ership to include 18- to 24-year-old 
women (he considers 25- to 34-year- 
old women "unattainable" for an 
AOR station).

MIAMI "I think the role of any 
consultant is lo give the radio station 
a basis from which lo work, and then 
ihe program director modifies il to 
fit the marketplace." sacs Alan An- 
derson the 33-year-old program di- 
rector at WAIA-FM and iis fiistej 
station. WIOD-AM 

Five years ago. Anderson joined 
Ihe Co* Broadcasting System. Al 
that time*, he notes. WAIA-FM was 
somewhere between beauiiful music 
and contemporary. It was a station 
lhat played many instrumental with 
a sprinkling of product by artists 
such as Anne Murray and Neil Dia- 
mond. 

"Then, ihe music wasn't as consis- 
tent as it is lodav in a true adult con- 
temporary station." he says "We 
don't plas an instrumental now just 
because it is an instrumental We 
plav it based on its hit merits" 

Anderson ulilizes Bonneville's 
jduil contemporary music service 
tailoring it for the best sound in this 
particular marketplace. 

"There are certain artists in the 
South Florida area thai are holler 
here quicker lhan they would be in 
other pans of the country,* 1 he says, 
pointing to the Bee Gees and Barbra 
Streisand as an example.

Musically, things didn'l work oul 
for the AM station and w hen it was 
suggested lhal il go all news. Ander- 
son was cjuick lo agree. 

He made the switch to WAIA/ 
WIOD starting off as a weekend an- 
nouncer, ihen working his way lo 
operations director and program di- 
rector. 

I think it makes il much easier for 
anv programmer, regardless of the 
station's format, lo program to lhat 
large! audience lhal he. indeed, lives 
himself." Anderson comments. 

He doesn't believe thai an au- 
dience listens to a contemporary 
adult station because of its contests. 
"For us. the purpose of a contest is to 
gel an air of excitement on the sta- 
tion." he says. "To make il look as it 
something is happening, that we're 
nol dormant But. we're not making 
it our mainstay. Music is thai." 

The twice-a-vear contests on 
WAIA are based on its music and 
currently a "WAIA Getaway" is in 
progress It offers a week's trip to one 
of four music cities: New York. Los 
Angeles. Nashville and Las Vegas 
plus S^70 in travelers checks. Listen- 
ers are asked lo count the number of 
records bv a specific artist played on 
one da\ (Barbra Streisand for Los 
Angeles. Billy Joel. New York; 
Kenny Rogers. Nashville; and 
Dionne Warwick. Las Vegas.) 

Winners send in their totals by 
mail and a winner is selected in a

Col- 
lege promotion specialist Paul 
Brown surveyed 600 colleges and 
found th.it students spend 1 71 of 
their monthly entertainment Lib on 
recording,* About 2V* gels spent in 
bars The rest is split between films 
) Mvd other forms of entertain- 
ment 

Another factor in college radio'* 
clout is that advertisers count trend- 
setters as a prime audience, some- 
times pulling as much weight on thai 
characteristic as total numbers. Sta- 
tions such as WBRU and WPGU 
take on added importance since thev 
are commercial as well as collegiate 

Tie-ins between new wave rock 
clubs and college stations arc an- 
other trend that has surfaced since 
the demise of progressive AOR out- 
lets. 

"The Police started out on the col- 
lege circuit." notes Ian Copland, 
head of Frontier Booking Inter- 
national "And ver\ often it was a 



college programmer who would tell

"What happened was I'd call the

IBS Meet Stresses

SAN FRANCISCO The West- 
ern states regional conference of the 
Intercollegiate Broadcast System 
emphasized panels on programming 
projections for the 1980s and on re- 
lations between labels and campus 
OUtletS gelling the strongest response 
al as Nov. 21-23 meeting at ihe 
Golden Gateway Holiday Inn 

Demsc Sullivan, who coordinated 
the event for host station KUSF* 
FM. noted that attendance was less 
than in other recent vcars but that 
"the smaller delegation worked in 
our favor because it provided more 
opportunities for interaction There 
were more questions within the ses- 
sions and more intimate contact and 
discussion among the people who 
came " 

Sullivan confirmed that the mosi 
well attended "and most diverse" of 
the 16 individual panels was the 
late-afterniK>n session on program- 
ming predictions, whose members 
ranged from local new' wave musi- 
cian/spokesman Jello Biafra lo a 
Univ. of San Francisco broadcasting 
professor Much of ihe discussion re- 
volved around how to best work the 
hardcore new wave music so favored 
by many college programmer* into a 
general rock mix lhal would thereby 
pull listeners away Irom commercial 
rock stations 

A central point emphasized here, 
as it w as on a number of other pan- 
els, is the growing opportunity giv- 
ing the ever increasing tightening 
and homogem/alion of commercial 
rod elements for college stations lo 
step into a programming void 

In reply lo questions from pro- 
grammer who pinpointed how vhes 
were mixing m specific new records, 
several panel members (who in- 
cluded such new wave sympathizers 
as Rolling Stones* Greil Marcus. 415 
Records' Howie Klein and KUSF's 
Richard GostCtt) agreed that "it 
doesn't seem that you need lo be 
asking us ihe questions You're al- 
ready doing it 

The session on label station rela- 
tions heard label reps such as Barn 

Levine of CBS, Larrj BravennanoJ 

Elektra/Asylum, Ken Reuther of 
RCA. lorn Holser ol Takoma and 
Lauren Manduke ol International 
Record Service responding lo my- 
riad complaints about service cut- 
backs, with the reps emphasizing 
that "if your stations can demon- 



slralc an effect on sales vou will be 
serviced." 

The reps countered station com- 
plaints bv saving that frequently 
ihev did not receive sufficient feed- 
back from the stations. 

Perhaps the most interesting mo- 
ment came when Reuther asked 
point blank how many stations aired 
albums in lull without interruption, 
to which almost all responded affir- 
matively. 

Reuther followed up by asking 
how many thought there might be 
something wrong with that, and got 
far fewer hands. This led to pleas to 
halt the practice, wiih Elekira's Bra- 
verrnan asking that the stations pay 
more attention to the special promo 
albums which combine artist inter- 
views with album tracks- 
Following the last panel 415 Rec- 
ords hosted a gaihenng at the Fab 
Mab. San Ftancisco v new wave em- 
porium a i which 415 acts Romeo 
Void. Victims and Units plaved 
This was followed bv performances 
at the hotel b\ the Hoovers ( Airstnp 
Records v. and the Flaming Groovies.

"Rock & soul, rhvlhm & roll" afi- 
cionado Jimmy Hall was brought up 
in Mobile. Ala . where he learned 
the fundamentals of music- singing 
in the choir and as a soloisi in a local 
Methodist Church. 

Hall was so inspired by the black 
preachers lespecially C L Erankhn. 
Aretha's father) he heard on a late- 
night gospel radio station that at one- 
time he L-onvdcred becoming a 
Methodist preacher He was also so 
impressed bs the call-and-responsc 
sermonizing he heard that he later 
incorporated elements of it into his 
live performances. 

When he was in high school in the 
mid-1960s. Hall listened to English 
t'ruups like the Rolling Stones and 
the Animals as well as soul and rib 
artists such as Otis Redding. James 
Brown and I in Thomas After at- 
tending the Unh of South Alabama 
for a short while Hall dropped out 
and formed a band called Fin. 
which eventually evolved into Wet 
Wilhc. a southern rock band Hall 
played saxophone and handled lead 
vocals for the group. 

Wet Willie recorded 10 albums 
between 1970 and 1979 and then 
called it tjuils Hall recently re- 
corded a solo album with producer 
Norbcrt Pulman (Joan Batv Jimmy 
Buffet Dan Fogelherg) entitled 
"Touch You."

course foday. the term LP is ap- 
plied to any record thai has more 
music than a single and less than an 
LP and is priced between the two 
EPs today can be 7-mch. 10-ineh or 
12-inch and play at 33 or 45. I've 
even seen a few that are 33 on one 
side and 45 on ihe oilier The origi- 
nal EPs. on the other hand, were in- 
variably 7-mch 45 r p.m disks Their 
meteoric career in Ihe marketplace 
may have implications fin the future 
of today's EPs. 

The original EPs were introduced 
by RCA Victor in 1952. al a time 
when RCA was heavily promoting 
its line ol single-speed 45 r.p m 
phonographs FPs were a conven- 
ient, inexpensive source of album- 
type material for owners of those 
one-speed changers. 

EPs were packaged like mimaturc 
LPs. wiih stiff cardboard covers. 
Many were adpated from LP pack 
ages, and used the same artwork 
Others were assembled espcciall\ 
for the EP format. 

The price, onginallv SI 47. was 
slashed in 1955 to SI 29. just a 
couple of coins more ihan a single 
The economy factor was a big one in 
Ihe 1950s w hen LPs al S3 98 list were 
beyond the normal reach of kids 
making 65 cents an hour, and there 
wen lew discounl retailers 

EPs were an immediate and huge 
succevs. EKjs Presley sold so many 
■hat some fans thought Ihe initials 
"EP" stood for his name All ihe ma- 
foff labels and many independents 
pressed them by the millions Their 
American success was redoubled in 
many olher countries, especially 
France 

And then they were gone. Ameri- 
can EP sales nosedived in the late 



1950s, though sporadic releases con- 
imued lo 1965 

EPs died for two reasons. One was 
technical in order lo cram six or 
seven rninulcs ol music into a space 
designed for half lhal much, engi- 
neers had itt reduce levels tPs 
therefore tended to have a thin, 
punchless sound, and they did not 
wear well As hi fi took hold in ihe 
1960s. Ihc LP's sonic liabilities be- 
came painfully obvious. 

The olher. even more important 
reason was economic As wages and 
kids' allowances grew a little ampler 
in Ihe 1960s, and LP prices actually 
dropped with the spread of dis- 
counting, albums became a bargain 

New LPs could now he bought tin 
impulse, and nobody wanted to 
mess wiih EPs anymore RCA quit 
making those single-speed 45 
changers, and ow ners of multi-speed 
players didn't want lo he bothered 
with those confounded 45 adapters. 

What ahout today "s EPs 1 On the 
technical side, no problem, at least 
for the 10-inch and 12-inch versions 
which sound as good as LPs. if not 
belter As for ihe economy, il should 
be obvious thai if LP price hikes 
continue ID (he point where they 
cease to become .in impulse item, 
and if record companies make some 
really desirable merchandise avail- 
able on EP. these less expensive rec- 
ords could once again be a major 
factor 

The EP is viewed today primarily 
as a potential vehicle for breaking 
new artists || history repeats itself, 
another viewpoint may be in order 
With all the millions' of EPs that 
were Mild in the 1950s, not one new 
artist was ever broken in America by 
an LP despite several attempts to do 
this. 

All those big EP sales were racked 
up bv artists who were already well 
established. EPs were a means of 
getting extra mileage out of recent 
hits, oldie hits, and album cuts Ev- 
er} label today must have a few- 
tracks in its back catalog lhal could 
be exploited in ihis manner; k's 
worth a thought, anyway. 



LOS ANCJELFS - A major ob- 
stacle in Ihe was of an all-around 
healthier pop music scene is the no- 
ticeable dearth of music journalists 
on ihe commercial airwaves around 
the nation.

Perhaps this syndrome is a hold- 
over Irom Ihe dogma of the rapidly 
departing mechanical age ot pro- 
gramming in which Ihe first com- 
mandment was.

The way f see it. if sports informa- 
tion can constitute a recognized seg- 
ment of official FCC-approved 
"news" ihan so can music informa- 
tion. 

At ihis point in time, (he major tie 
missing in the ongoing symbiotic 
relationship between the radio and 
music industries much lo ihe detri- 
ment ol each is ihe news connec- 
tion). 

Ihis breach can be gapped not 
only establishing new lines and fre- 
quencies o( communications be 
tween record companies and music 
programmers -but. by gelling the 
record promotion and publicity 
forces into a stronger slate ol rapport 
with radio ncwspcople (otherwise- 
known in early '80s jargon as "in- 
foprogrammcrs")

frustrations today's new breed of 
culturally astute radio journalists 
have in their efforts to become more 
integrated into the mainstream of 
radio/record relations.

In addition to wording with ihe 
client, the firm works closely with 
the personal manager, agent, and at 
torney. 

What does an entertainment busi- 
ness management firm do*' 

According to Gelfand. through 
the company's accounting division it 
collects the artist's nioncv. makes 
sure what it collects is proper, pays 
the client*! bills, in most cases Mens 
checks and il performs the role of 

bookkeeper assistant controller and 

executive v ice president of finances 

lis job also is to maximize the net 
on each artist tour. To that end the 
company sends tour accountants on 
mi jot artist lours The rep makes 
sure the money the act receives at 
each venue is correct and it checks 
ihe box office receipts "We're there 
because each contract with the hall 
is different.** sjys Gelfand 

At the end of ihe tour the lour ac- 
countant provides the act with a fi- 
nancial statement showing the gro%s

Oelland Breslauer. Rennert & 
fcldman's royalty compliance divi- 
sion made up of 27 persons who 
deal with labels and publishing 
firms 

The firm recently opened a Lon- 
don office with plans to open an 
Australian office next year and in 
two years an office in cither Ger- 
many or Holland- The companv 
presently has offices in New York. 
L A . Nashville. San Francisco and 
Palm Springs 

"The reason for the overseas of- 
fices is because in the music industry 
50'r of the income can come from 
outside the I. S and Canada 

"Because of the common market, 
the maior recording artists today arc 
receiv ing half of their income from 
overseas. Therefore, to make sure 
the money paid them is proper, wc 
need these other offices. 

"The reason we need royalty ex- 
aminations." he continues, "is not 
because the record companies are 
deliberately not paying accurately 
hut because ot the extent of the sheer 
volume Because each record con- 
tract is differeni the computer 
w hich is programmed basically one 
wav does not necessarily complv to 
each contract 

"Another reason is because of the 
substantial growth in the industry in 
(he last five years."* 

Gelfand notes thai the company 
also supplies ils music cfientt with 
worldwide statistics on LP sales 

He requests that his clients noi be 
named "because of the confidential- 
ity ol their affairs." he says. 

Although the firm deals pnmanlv 
with highly successful clients. Gel- 
fand notes the company docs lake 
on up and coming artists. "That's the 
life's blood of the record industry - 
new artists." he says, adding that all 
ol his clients come through recom- 
mendations.

"The contribution and impact that 
jaz/ makes universally musi be rec- 
ognized, encouraged and rewarded 
as a top endowment priority." 

Chapman noled that a phenom- 
enal growth in the jazz program has 
seen the number of grant applica- 
tions increase 76.51 from fiscal year 
1980 to fiscal year 1981 In order lo 
accommodate Ihe growing number 
of applications. Chapman asked for 
an increase in the jazz program's 
budget 

In 1969. NEA spent only S5.50O 
on jazz funding Since then the pro- 



gram has gradually expanded until 
today the jazz budget lotakSI 5mi|. 
lion Chapman wants that figure in- 
creased lo $2 million next year and 
to 3>6 million over the next five yean 

The jazz advocates are also asking 
that Ihe next vacancy on the Na- 
tional Council on the Arts be filled 
by a jazz representative, that funds 
for an Endowment-sponsored jazz 
louring program be made available 
and that more money be allocated 
for videotaping oral histories of jazz 
musicians. 

NEA officials are talking to 
Smithsonian Institution directors 
about ihe possibility of using Smith- 
sonian gallery space as hcadquanen 
for a national jazz museum. 

The space would serve a* a reposi- 
tory for jazz films, videotapes and 
artifacts and would also have a 
theatre for live performances.

In France, 
Small Is In' 

PARIS Small discos with a max 
imum capacitv ol* 500. are mush- 
rooming in France and mostly doing 
good business, but there's a marked 
drop in popularity Tor the bigger 
halls which are built more on super- 
market lines 

So says Michel Camhoultne. who 
recent!) opened La Cigalc in the 
outer suburbs of Paris But he pin- 
points one drawback for the smaller 
clubs "record companies aren't par* 
Ocularly interested in them and 
rarely uvc them to showcase new or 
unusual product " 

The "small-is-beltcr" supporters 
reckon this is a bad mistake on Ihi 

, part of the manufacturers "because 
many small clubs added together 
provide a huge number ol potential 
disk buyers " 

I And they add that a small club of- 
ten has belter facilities to create im- 

I pact when a new sound is being 
aired 

Most ol the small clubs don't have 
1 the money 10 install expensive light- 
ing and laser systems. Instead. Ihev 
rely Oil the impact of the music itseu 
Mans spend up to $500 on records 
(or their presentations. so retailers 
' find it profitable to look after their 
needs 

Certainly, the general view in 
France is ihui the small clubs will 
\ continue to thrive, and the "barns"

for roller skating, and is still verv 
popular with the II- to 18-year-old 
age group that predominates at the 
roller disco rinks, m his area. 

DeHavens. writing in the current 
issue of Ringsider. a maga/ine de- 
voted to Ihe roller skating industry , 
warns that if toller disco nnk oper- 
ators follow (he irend and eliminate 
dlSCO music from their program- 
ming, thej "w jii be t uning their ow n 
throats " 

DeHavens continues "I have a 
theory on all this talk about the 
death of disco music The people in 
the music industry who are pushing 
pop and hard rock music are Irving 
(o make a comeback because when 
disco came on strong ii pushed them 
out of the limelight." 

Stressing that "the beat, the flow 
the continuity of disco music is per- 
fect for our {disco roller rinksj pur- 
poses." DeHavens warns. "Rink 
owners who switch to hard or acid 
rock would be making a big mistake. 

Thai type of musk is too hyperactive 

lor skating, and the cut beat destroys 
Ihe rhythm ol skaling." 

DeHaven stales thai people come 
lo his rink to skate and lo glide along 
with the flow of Ihe music, not lo 
jump up and down on the floor 
Ihe latter is what rock music in 
spires." he says. 

DeHaven boasts a background in 
music, and claims to have kepi a lin- 
ger on the pulse ol skaters musical 
tastes for years Guided b\ hfs 
knowledge he stales, "I feel thai 
disco w ill continue to he popular for 
al Icasl another two years, but for 
that life expectation (O be realized 
we must have gemd records " 

He feels thai nostalgic disco rec- 
ords like "Lc Freak. " bv Chic, and 
"YMCA" by the Village People w ill 
help carl) the momentum of disco 
"I pul ihOSC records on and the skat- 
ers love it." he stales. "They enjo) 
*t>jhng to ihose beats "

"Radio was changing, the music 
was changing. I looked on ihe street 
and the kids were changing." he 
savs "Tbeil tUtCS and clothes were 
changing The Sex PtsUHs obviously 
kicked ihe door down, and there is a 
new generation or kids out there 
Wub new youth, there a new rebel- 
lion and new music " 

And though he does plav a variety 
of music in his club, its '"backbone." 
he asscrls. is rock'n'roll, new wave or 
otherwise. He notes that new wave 
acts once they start gelling hits, are 
no longer considered new wave 

The Ritz receives good record 
coin pans support getting videotapes 
and advertising on radio for acts lhal 
will be appearing there Brandt, in 
return, tries to make H as comfort- 
able as possible for the industry 
Though there is no discrimination al 
ihe front door, for an industry show- 
case Brandt will limit access to the 
balcony to record company friends 
and guesls on occasion. 

An act plav ing the Rate, points out 
Brandi. will get more exposure 
through IV. radio and the press than 
those playing in oilier Kick rooms in 
(he city 

"Somehow when an act plays here 
it becomes an event and everybody 
comes." he savs. "I don't attribute 
this to myself bul to the real estate, 
the structure, and 10 (he commit- 
ment we make here. This is nol a 
rented situation. We have 200 lamps 
here, we have a 1511.000 wall sound 
system, we have a big stage."

The most striking feature of the 
club is its giant 15- by 30-fool video 
screen lhal is suspended over the 
stage It is raised up during the live 
shows and lowered between sets On 
Ihe screen is projected either record 
company videotapes, or snippets of 
film and v ideo prepared by the club 
10 accompany the rock dance music 

I he club also has a portable v ideo 
System that is used to photograph 
dancers on ihe floor, and simulta- 
neously project il on Ihe gianl 
screen 

'As you may know. I created one 
ol the top five light shows ol all time 
(al the Electric Circus).*' he says. 
Bui when 1 started with the Kit/, all 
I heard about was video After 
watching television for 20 years, now 

all 1 was hearing ahoul was video It 
was blowing mv mind. 

"So I called an old friend, and 
asked, w hat the hell can I do lo lop 
Ihe '60s ' And he said I had lo get an 
Eidophor projector And i asked, 
how much is thai 1 And he said 
S450.000 Bul then we scouied 
around, made a deal, and leased 
one." remembers Brandt 

"With lhat giant screen, sou pui 
ihe Roiling Stones up there, it is like 
going to the concert You have a 

concert situation, a technique of scU- 
ing records, and almost a live show ." 
he adds. 

In charge of video al the Ril/ is 
Bill Davis, who also works on creat- 
ing the club's own videotapes lor 
particular dance lunes. when such 
v ideas are not available from record 
companies The cJub now also has 
ihe potential of videotaping acts ihai 
plav there Recently . a performance 
bv Arista's the Bus Boys was video- 
taped 

A future video project for Ihe club 
will be "Putting On The Ritz." a lv

Brandt 

"In 1981. there will also he a Rilz 
Records," promises Brandi "Oh* 
ffousfy, we arc not going after a 
John Lennon. bul there are acts oul 
there, like XTC for instance, whom 
we could record We already have 
Iwo We will pay lor the recording 
jnd then go from (here in making a 
deal Whoever in the industry is hip 
enough losee what we are doing, we 
will go with " 

If there has been any criticism of 
the Rit/ it has been that the sound al 
ihe dub is nol as good as it could be. 
Bul Brandt saw this is being fixed 

"I have just spent $30,000 remov- 
ing mirrors and carpeting every- 
where to fix ihe highs." he savs 
And I see another $40,000 more 
(being spent) in the next 30 days. So 
we will spend $70,000 revamping 
the sound After thai I don't want to 
hear anv bull from anyone about it." 

For the future. Brandt also plans 
to promote shows al venues outside 
the Riu But for ihe present he savs 
he is "increasingly disgusted" bv the 
practice of some acts to play a num- 
ber of competing New York clubs 
that in effect, creates a local circuit 
for the groups. 

"I used to spend maybe SI. 000 or 
% 1 .500 on a band on a Friday or Sat- 
urday night, bul now I have upped 
thai to $5,000 to gel off thai circuit." 
Brandt says The Average White- 
Band will not work the Mudd Club, 
or Dancealorla or the Rock Lounge- 
on a Friday or Saturday because 
the) (the other clubs) cannot afford 
to pay lhat much money 

"Therefore. I have pulled myscll 2 
olT lhat circuit, which makes Hum- g 
ness sense. For an Average While CD 
Band or a Thin Lizzy. I will bring F 
them 1.500 people on a weekend £ 
who would never go to sec* them O 

"There are (hat many who would ^ 

come here, no matter who plays So o 

afl ihcv need is lo draw 300 or 400 
people But if you do that on a Tues- 
day mghl all you w ill get is the spe- 
cific people who w ill come lo see 
that particular attraction. And the 
name of the game is filling the- 
reto! n "

MIAMI Top Ranking Sounds, a 
label, manufacturing company and 
distributor moved Us operations 
from Jamaica 2'? years ago after 
being in business in Kingston for 
three years, to a warehouse complex 
in Opa Lock a. Fla. 

Since then, the fledgling com- 
pany, owned by the Mango record- 
ing group Inner Circle has been 
struggling to emerge in the U S mar- 
ket. 

Headed by Tv Hutchinson, presi- 

deni. Byron Malcolm. * ice president 

of marketing and promotion, and 
lan Lewis, vice president and a&f 
director Top Rankings roster of art- 
isls includes singer Dobbs Dobson 
plus groups Force and Roots Upris- 
ing. 

"We don t wani to be know n only 
as a reggae company." sa\s Hutch- 
inson. "We're looking for artists in 
soulorja/v losign to our label How- 
ever, once you have a company 
headed by Jamaicans, it automati- 
cally is thought of as a purely reggae 
label" 

Top Ranking faces ihe problem of 
most rcggae-orientcd companies in 
getting its product good airplay and 
general acceptance. Hutchinson 
feeh thai ladt of exposure in the 
news media and on the air waves has 
hindered sales of what could be oth- 
erwise a popular music form White 
groups, he notes, get more accept- 
ance than ihe originators of the mu- 
sic with the exception of a handful of 
Jamaican artists such as Bob Maries 
and Peter Tosh, bul even their ac- 
ceptance is limited 

"Reggae in its present form is ac- 
ceptable lo non-West Indians." says 
Hutchinson, pointing to ihe success 
of the recording group.

NEW YORK - The lagging 
strength of ihe dollar as compared lo 
key foreign currencies has failed to 
slow International Honk & Record 
Distributors' expansion plans. 

If anything, the market lor im- 
ported classics is increasing, insists 
Simun Simunovic, owner of the 
seven -year- old firm based just over 
ihe river from mid town Manhattan 

Since n began concentrating on 
classical product this past Julv. In- 
ternational Book & Records has 
built up an active catalog of almost 
I oOO lilies, and now looks upon this 
area of repertoire as us prime field of 
concentration 

With more than a do/en foreign 
labels already represented in its 
catalog, new alliances are currenlK 
being explored and additional labels 
are expected to he included shortly, 
says Simunovic. 

Nearly 300 stores are on the com- 
pany's customer list, and manage- 
ment is gearing its expansion pro- 
gram to service an estimated 500 
retail outlets considered potentially 
strong movers of imported classical 
records and tapes. 

Simunovic is quick lo admit that 
al least part of his favorable rale of

I OSDON -Video producers and 
copyright owners were criticized at 
the Nord Media Video Rights Con- 
ference held here Nov. 24-25 for not 
working hard enough to combat pi- 
racy. 

Panelist Hugh Laddie, a U.K. at- 
torney, told delegates in the Picca- 
dilly Hotel that British law gave 
(hem powerful rights but thai little 
use had been made of them 

Referring generally to the owners 
of film material, Laddie said that 
Ihey had talked much but had done 
"precious UtUc*' lO prevent piracy 
The longer pirates were allowed lo 
operate, he added, and the more 
money they made, the harder piracy 
would he to tackle 

Fellow panelist Jim Bouras. Mo- 
tion Picture Assn. of America vice 
president, countered that film com- 
panies were committed 10 the fight, 
and that indiscriminate action 
against pirates did more harm than 
good 

Another panelisi. Martin Roberts, 
added that trying to eliminate piracy 
while Ihe legitimate product wasn't 
even on the market was like trying to 
enforce prohibition, and would be 
no more successful.

Labels, FM Stations 
Clash Over Royalties

SYDNEY-A head-on collision is 
looming between 1 5 Australian 
record companies and Ihe sev en new 
commercial FM radio stations over 
the question of royalties payable lo 
Ihe former for the broadcast of re- 
corded product. 

The labels, acting together as a 
corporate hods tilled Phonographic 
Performance Co of Australia Lid , 
are requesting a licensing fee of not 
less id. in If of each station's gross 
earnings 

This is less than the readily ac- 
cepted I'?'* royalty paid by all sta- 
tions to the Australasian Performing 
Rights Assn (APRA), and sub- 
sequently distributed to songwriters 
and music publishers. 

The broadcasters arc resisting the 
demand, and have made an unsuc- 
cessful move to be included w an 
existing arrangement between the 
record companies and AM radio 

This pad. long deemed lo he un- 
satisfactory by the labels (and once 
the cause of a bitter four-month ra- 
dio ban on British and Australian 
recordings), waives copyright pay- 
ments in return for unstated 
amounLs of free advertising lime on 
every commercial AM station in (he 
country. 

I hi- I M stations rcccntlv w ilh 
drew their applications to the Aus- 
tralian Copyright Tribunal lo be- 
come a party lo what Phonographic- 
Performance describes as "an al- 
leged licensing scheme." after the 
latter organization's counsel success- 
full) argued before ihe Tribunal 
lhal such an application was wrong 
in law. being as the Copyright Acl 
does mil nuke anv provision for li- 
censing schemes for broadcast royal- 
tics.

ance applied to become a party lo 
applications being made to the 
Tribunal to determine the royally 
rale pay able. Il was joined by Actors

The Tribunal's Sir Nigel Bowen 
then gave leave to each ol the three 
bodies lo participate in the determi- 
nation. 

While it appears that Ihe record 
companies have won the first round, 
the FM stations are far from conced- 
ing defeat and arccurrentlv drawing 
up new submissions This is being 
earefullv monitored by AM stations 
who are nol keen lo see upsel the 
ralhei advantageous arrangement 
Ihey have had with the companies 
for many years. 

HoWeVCf, while the companies 
flfld i\ difficult to argue With Ihe ex- 
posure value ol high rotation airplay 
on high rating AM stations, ihcv are 
not prepared to freely provide pro- 
gramming to low-rating I M Ut 
tions They have moved swiftly and 
decisively ensure a far belter deal 
than thev are currently getting from 

AM Having losi the recent Tribunal 
battle on mechanical royally in- 
crease to music publishers, ihey have 
absolutely no intention of letting this 
one slip through their fingers 

It is expected thai the Copyright 
Tribunal will commence hearing the 
matter in May The stations were 
granted interim licenses bv Pho- 
nographic Performance lo enable 
them (o go to air and these will be 
extended, provided the stations keep 
accurate logs of all material played, 
until the royalty figure has been de- 
termined by the Tribunal 

Until Ihis lime, neither side is will- 
ing to make any public comment on

Publishers die concerned, loo. 
Dennis Collopy, managing director 
of Riva Music, says. "I've just re 
turned from a visit lo Holland, and I 
now advise all U K retailers and 
wholesalers that we've nol granted 
mechanical licenses in respect of the 
compositions on the new Rtnl Slew- 
arl album. 'Foolish Behaviour.* in 
several territories outside ihe U.K. 

"Therefore, we're sav nig thai 
dealers, both retail and wholesale, 
should exercise extreme caulion in

The big leap in cassette prices 
came as a surprising move Despite 
Ihe recent successes of the PARI in 
its anlipiracv programs, ihe sale ol 
illegal tapes, priced much lower than 
legitimate products, remains ramp- 
ant in small record outlets 

"It's jusi a risk we'll have to take." 
said Olivarcs "The manufacturing 
costs of cassettes have exceeded 
those of albums and the industry 
can't afford lo absorb the losses anv 
longer " Despite ihe unfair competi- 
tion otTered hv pirates, vales of legit 

tapes have started Outnumbering al- 
bum sales, two to one

be uniform in all record outlets, the 
PARI has agreed lo allow members 
of the Philippine Record Dealers 
Assn (PR EDA) to sell products, in- 
cluding albums, at shghilv higher 
rales than the PARI-approved 
prices. 

PR EDA members, which arc 
made up mostly of small non-con- 
signmeni outlets throughout ihe 
country, have suffered a slowdown 
in sales w ith the recent rise of ihe 
big. volume-stocking, extensively 
cataloged consignment outlets in su- 
permarts. department stores and 
shopping malls.

Though gratified » Mb industry at- 
tention to the "Gill Of Music" con- 
cept since Us debut. Cohen stresses 
that it will not Teach Us full poten- 
tial until another year or two. You 
can't look al Christmas promotions, 
as an example, to provide an answer 
Christmas is not an end. it's a begin- 
ning " 

According lo "focus group test- 
ing" by NARM. Ihe campaign must 
"enhance the value of records as 
gifts, but also as a gift buyers must 
want for themselves, loo " 

Meanwhile. Cohen declares thai a 
new budget of $500,000 has been 
earmarked for current "Gift Of Mu- 
sic" activities, including the first 
contributions by two retailers. Pick- 
wick and Record Bar. Contributions 
consisied of 40f from ihe indusirv 
60*7 by NARM. 

Cohen wants the program lo in- 
troduce some new merchandising 



techniques one of which might be 
providing retailers with "Gift Of 
Music" stoic bags that (hey can pur- 
chase from NARM al lower cost 
than from other sources. He'd like to 
see ihe creation of more permanent 
signs and displays for in-siorc lk. 
and a gill boutique al store loca- 
lions 

He notes thai many manufac 
lurers and merchandisers are relying 
heavily on television promotions 
with a "Gifl Of Music" theme. 

The Rowland Co.. named In 
N ARM as its public relations rirtn 
earlier this year, has also moved into 
situations, including iv interviews fy 
performers, school contests, pnm 
breaks, including a United Press In- 
ternational interview vcith Cohen 
himself 

Also developed is a five-city 
Christmas parly lest program at the 
homes of underprivileged children 
with contributions of 3.000 record- 
ings and hi ft equipment The cities 
invobcd arc Seattle. Portland. Lot 
Angeles. Chicago and Washington 
DC 

Overall. Cohen sees the generic 
campaign as a process (hat will de- 
velop from slowly building plateaus 
of achievements. "Each plateau 
creates more spirit and interest, 
much the same way a major corpo- 
ration such as Procter & Gamble ev 
tabhshes a new product in the mar- 
ketplace." Cohen maintains.

• Continued from puge 6 
that it would have the opportunity to 
raise further objections U the judge 
decided 10 turn the documents over 
to the defense RIAA attorney Jules 
Yarnell says ihe association wanted 
to review the documents selected by 
Plait, and have a chance to obtain a 
stay from the Appeals Court before 
the delense has a chance to look at 
the documents 

The RIAA maintains that knowl- 
edge of ihe contents of some of the 

documents could harm pending civil 
and criminal cases involving other 
instances of counterfeiting not con- 
nected with the Goodv matter. 

Al limes during the latest court- 
room battle it seemed Ihe principals 
in the case were talking aboul two 
different appeals court decisions, 
oomplicuted by the diffuse nature ol 
the defense request and the debate 
over what sort of dcumcni-oul of 
thousands compiled by the RIAA -

NLW YORK "The Rock Year Book 198 1" has been published in Britain 
by Virgin Books Ltd . the publishing arm of Virgin Records and by Delilah 
Press in the U.S. According to Mich del Gross, editor with Maxim Jakuhowski. 
the 256-page paperback retails for
